WASHINGTON, July 14—Xvi- 
dtncei prepared for the trial of 
eight Nazi saboteurs before a 
military commission in Washing­ 
ton disclosed today that tbs Ger­ 
man high command in Berlin has 
carefully drawn up a long master 
list 
of persons in the 
United 
States to serve as traitors in this 
country. 
As the sabotage trial entered 
its sixth day, Department of Jus­ 
tice officials also planned to move 
swiftly against the 14 persons— 
six women and eight men—who 
were arrested for aiding and shel­ 
tering the eight saboteurs after 
the latter were landed on American 
shore* from German submarines 
Conferences were under way to 
determine whether the 14 will be 
tried 
before military or 
civil 
courts. It was expected that jus­ 
tle# officials will file treason 
warrants against all 14, and then 
place them on trial for their lives 
in the federal courts in Chicago 
and New York. 
'Behind the 14 arrest# which in­ 
clude the mother, father and 
uncla of one saboteur and the wife 
of another, was one of the most 
amazing stories of international

SAN FRANCISCO, July 14 — 
Heroic and prompt action of the 
U. S. coast guard early today was 
credited with saving the live# of 
13 crew members of a naval pa­ 
trol craft which went aground off 
the California coast near the San 
Francisco Golden Gate. 
The ship, described by the 12th 
naval district as a naval inshore 
patrol vessel, was an 83-foot con­ 
verted fishing boat. 
Three officers and ten enlisted 
men were taken off the disabled 
craft by breeches buoy in less 
than two hours after it struck a 
sand bar. 
Ensign W. B. Sims of Moberly, 
Mo., commanding officer, said his 
ship went aground so violently 
that the galley stove was torn4 
loose from the deck bolts. 
Sims said the radio operator 
immediately notified their base 
and rockets, flares and machine 
guns were fired to attract atten- 
tion from the shore. 
In short order the coast guard 
arrived and a breeches buoy line i 
was made fast to the stricken vee-1 
eel at the first shot Two hours 
later the entire crew together 
with the ship's log and other docu­ 
ments were safely ashore.

HOCKING MAY HOLD FAIR

LONDON, Jul* 14—Assassina­ 
tion of another Gestapo chieftain 
in Nazi-occupied Europe was re­ 
vealed in London today coincident 
with disclosure that 700 Yugo­ 
slavian patriots have been slain 
la reprisal. 
The victim was Major Helm, 
Nasi Gestapo chief of fe e l* , 
capital of Croatia. 
Announcement of Helm's kiUing 
was made by Yugoslav govern­ 
ment circles in London and fol­ 
lowed by only two days disclosure 
that Erich Guttart, Gestapo chief 
of the Lublin district ct Poland, 
had been kiUed in a battle be­ 
tween German storm-troopers and 
Polish guerrillas led by a Russian. 
Both killings followed the pat­ 
tern of the assassination of Rein- 
hard Heydrich, second only to 
Heinrich Hlmmier in command of 
the Gestapo. 
Yugoslav circles in London said 
that immediately after Helm was 
killed, the Germans at Zagreb 
launched ferocious reprisals, burl­ 
ing bombs Into fashionable restau­ 
rants, 
killing innocent persons 
without discrimination.

WASHINGTON, July 14—War 
Production Board officials today 
were expected to approve a pro­ 
gram for supplying upward of 
300,000,000 pounds of dehydrated 
food for United States expedition­ 
ary forcea and lend-lease shipment 
to the nation's allies. 
Members of the WPB materials 
requirements committee were to 
take final action on Secretary of 
Agriculture Wickard’s request for 
an enormous expansion in the 
country's facilities for dehydrat­ 
ing milk, eggs, meat, and vege­ 
tables. 
Wickard, as chairman of the 
food requirements committee, has 
presented a program for increas­ 
ing vegetable dehydration capac­ 
ity to nearly 100,000,000 pounds 
annually and boosting egg! drying 
facilities to 208,000,000 pounds. 
Officials did not estimate the Bise 
of the expansion program in re­ 
gard to meat and milk. 
The 
requirements 
committee 
was expected to approve alloca­ 
tion of approximately 1,800 tons 
of metal needed to attain the de­ 
sired expansion of vegetable dry­ 
ing facilities; 200 tons needed for 
the meat dehydration program, 
and also the milk and egg require­ 
ments.

It waa learned that the Ger­ 
man high command in Berlin laid 
th# groundwork for the daring 
plot many month* before the war 
broke out. Instead of calling Ger­ 
man 
nationals 
back 
to 
their 
fatherland when the conflict with 
tho United States appeared in­ 
evitable, the Nazis actually order­ 
ed moat of them to stay in this 
country. 
Only a few skilled worker# 
which it needed were recalled by 
th# Reich. The others, which in­ 
cluded ea-Nazi army and navy of­ 
ficials, were told to remain, and 
await orders. The names of those 
told to stay were relayed to the 
Gestapo in Berlin by German con­ 
sul officials. From the names, the 
Nasi high command prepared its 
Hat of potential spies, saboteurs 
and persons it believes will help 
enemy agents. How many names 
are on the list is unknown. 
Tha 
eight saboteurs now 
on 
trial were given the names of 
nome persona on the list when 
they left Berlin. One such per­ 
son, according to the FBI, was 
Helmut Lelner, of Astoria, L. I. 
Others, the FBI said, were Mr. 
and Mrs. Walter Wilhelm Froeh- 
ling, of Chicago, the uncle and 
aunt of Herbert Haupt, 22, one 
of the eight Nazi saboteurs now 
facing the firing squad or gal­ 
lows. 
Froehlings Important 
The FBI declared the Froeh- 
linga aa "important contacts for 
the German sabotage agents." The 
saboteurs, according to Chief G- 
Man J. Edgar Hoover, planned to 
usa tha FroehHng home in Chica­ 
go aa a "hiding place and a clear­ 
ing house for the exchange of in­ 
formation.” 
Leiner and the Froehlings were 
among the 14 "contacts" appre- 
hsnded. Th# scheming 14 also in­ 
cluded Mr. and Mrs. Hana Max 
Haupt, the father and mother of 
young Haupt. The elder Haupta 
were alleged by the FBI to have 
known that their ion waa a secret 
German agent here for sabotage 
work. They bought him an auto 
with funds with which the Ges­ 
tapo had furnished young Haupt, 
and also kept money for him. 
The FBI still was investigating 
one phase of the case against the 
elder Haupta. When they were ar­ 
rested. $2,550 was found conceal­ 
ed in their homes. An additional 
IMO was recovered from a friend 
of the elder Haupt. 
Authorities 
were trying to determine why the 
father had split up the money giv­ 
en him for safekeeping by his son.

ITH 
all these reports of improved 
methods for making artificial rubber, 
surely public authorities And private pro­ 
ducers should be settling down and getting 
on the job in a bigger way. There doesn’t 
appear to be much team work about It, 
or much haste, either at Washington or in 
the rubber factories. 
Yet here is a situa­ 
tion comparable in importance to the win­ 
ning or losing of a great battle. 
It is an 
industrial battle almost as important as 
steel production. 
There seems to be a curious lack of re­ 
sponsibility, too, on the part of the public. 
There is somewhat less driving, but mil­ 
lions of drivers are on the road unnecessar­ 
ily, or running at unnecessary speed, and 
wearing out existing tires just as if they 
hadn’t a care in the world about such mat­ 
ters. 
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SYNTHETIC RUBBER 
W 
ASHINGTON — In a previous Merry- 
Go-Round column it was revealed 
that Jesse Jones’s Rubber Reserve, which 
is supposed to provide the nation with rub­ 
ber, had let SI contracts for big synthetic 
rubber plants to 
one 
patent pool; that 
other, quicker patents for making rubber 
had been ruled out; and that the SI big 
new 
plants, each 
costing $10,060,000, 
would not be finished and working until 
around 1944. 
This, it was revealed, was one of the 
reasons behind the White House warning 
that civilian tires might have to be requisi­ 
tioned. 
Continuing the story, it is necessary to 
go back and review some significant and 
not generally known background. 
Two years ago there was a loud public 
clamor when it was dicovered that Tottdld 
Rieber, chairman of the board of the Texas 
Oil Company, had loaned an automobile to 
Dr. Gerhard Westrick, a Nazi commercial 
agent in New York. So great was the out­ 
cry, that the Board of Directors forced Rie- 
ber’s resignation from Texas. 
But what is not generally known is that 
the president of the Texas Development 
Company, a subsidiary of Texas, is now in 
the Government and is Jesse Jones’s key 
man on rubber contracts. 
Furthermore, 
this man, Richard J. Dearborn, was at the 
Hague in October, 1939, one month after 
war broke, where he helped negotiate w ith 
the Nazis a new contract continuing Hit­ 
ler's monopoly on synthetic rubber — a 
monopoly which is charged with prevent­ 
ing American development of synthetic 
rubber. 
Dearborn’s company, Texas, is a part 
of what is called the “Jersey’ pool, or the 
group of 
oil 
companies 
dominated by 
Standard Oil of New Jersey which receiv­ 
ed the contracts for the 
31 
new* rubber 
plants from Jesse Jones’s Rubber Reserve. 
In helping to award these contracts to the 
companies with which he was once affili­ 
ated, Dearborn, together w ith other Rub­ 
ber Reserve officials and Jesse Jones, pass­ 
ed up several other important rubber pro­ 
cesses considered by many scientists to be 
much quicker and cheaper.

partners in various enterprises, and Farish, 
later president of Humble, grew up under 
them.

On the other hand, some point to the 
fact that Standard Oil of N. J .a patent 
pool with the Germans made their syn­ 
thetic rubber patent the most logical one 
to use. 
Actually, though most 
people

realize it, Standard of N. J. had two types 
of rubber regarding which it was cooper­ 
ating with Germany, 
One was buna rub­ 
ber, which was the product of a slow pro­ 
cess.

DIET AND HEALTH 


Holds That Worry Causes 
Many Cases of Stomach Ulcer

with ulcer of the stomach have a 
certain bodily form or constitution 
which influences them to acquire 
that condition has long been dab­ 
bled with by different physicians.

of New York, whose studies kl hu­ 
man constitutions ar* well known, 
has felt th*t ulcer patient* hast a 
certain type of jaw and face which 
prevent* their masticating their 
food a* well a* others and there­ 
fore throws undigested masse* of 
food into the stomach. 


Natural Worriers 
In his most recent study he has 
railed attention to the mental life 
o f these patients. He believes that 
they are natural worriers and this 
has as much influence on the devel­ 
opment of the ulcer ss any other 
factor. It is, of course, well-known 
along this line that mental up­ 
sets and worry will increase the 
amount of acidity in the stomach 
and also make movements of the 
stomach more rapid and irritable, 
and sometimes worry will entirely 
slow down the digestive processes 
to a practical stoppage. 
Iy He has a number of histories 
which show that episodes such as 
a hemorrhage or an internal hem­ 
orrhage or a relapse of symptoms 
are associated with upsets in the 
mental life of the patients. One 
man had a quarrel with his em­ 
ployer, lost his job and the next 
day there was evidence of an in­ 
ternal hemorrhage. Another was 
a traffic cop who was arrested for 
dangerous driving and the hight 
after that his stomach pains began 
and lasted for six or eight weeks. 
The examination of the whole 
mental life history of these pa­ 
tients reveals that they are often 
cither incompatible or difficult to 
suit in the way of jobs, do not get 
along with parent*, brothers, sis­ 
ters, or in domestic relation* gen­ 
erally. 


Here I* a typical sort of history 
elicited: 
“I have two brothers older than 
I am and both arc strong and 
husky. They treat me like a three- 
year-old. Whatever I did has al­ 
ways been wrong. I alway* had a 
poor appetite and picked at my 
food. My brothers would say,‘How 
do you expect to get big and strong 
like usT" He is a sensitive young 
men, mild and without much physi­ 
cal energy. The muscles of his 
face twitch and he has a number 
of mannerisms. 
In a group of patients studied, 
84 per cent had a sense of insecuri­ 
ty; 87 per cent were dependent 
upon some member of the family, 
either mother, father, wife, broth­ 
er or sister. There was a guilt and 
fear complex present in 40 per cent 
and compensatory striving in or­ 
der to overcome what they thought 
wa* a natural inferiority in Bd per 
cent. 
There is no question that one of 
the reasons why hospitalisation 
for ulcer is so valuable is because 
it takes a patient away from 
worldly contacts that irritate and 
upset him. In all medical treat­ 
ment psychotherapy is a necessary 
part of the treatment.

A t Delaware Park, 
breakage is figured on each dol­ 
lar bet and the courts upheld 
W ise's contention th a t it should 
be figured on the basis of the 
am ount paid for the mutuel ticket 
—12, $5. $10 or $50. 
On Wise’s bet the payoff fig­ 
ured $1.26 for each $1 wagered. 
He conceded the track was en­ 
titled to pay off a t $1.25 because 
of the breakage, but contended 
th a t since his bet was of $5, there 


was no breakage 
because firs 
tim es $1.26 comes to the even fig­ 
ure of $6.30. 
Wise estim ates th at the track 
has Illegally taken in $200,000 as 
"breakage," and, he added: 
"L will not rest until the track 
is forced to disgorge the entire 
sum illegally collected. 
I t la now 
up to the racing corninission to 
demand an accounting and see 
th a t the money Is turned over to 
the state treasury, since it cannot 
be returned to the bettors.

Deferment from the draft of 
thousand* of men heretofore eli­ 
dible for military service loomed 
Tuesday following a new state­ 
ment of policy issued by National 
Selective Service Director Lewis 
B. Hershey. 
Instructions were sent to draft 
boards throughout the country to 
consider deferment of men who 
live in a “family relationship,'’ and 
if the marriage took place prior 
to December 8 , 1941, even though j 
they do not contribute to the sup­ 
port of other members of their 
families. 
Previously, it was provided that 
a registrant, to be considered as 
having dependents, must have one 
or more persons depending on his 
earned income for support. 
Hershey 
emphasized 
that the 
fundamental purposes of the draft 
law are procurement of sufficient 
men 
for the armed forces and 
maintenance of production essen­ 
tial to win the war, but declared: 
“Insofar as is practical in carry­ 
ing out these requirements, the 
bona fid e.family relationship of 
registrants would be protected as I 
long as possible.'* 
SI Occupations Listed 
Great emphasis, 
at 
the same 
time, was placed on the position of 
men who are engaged in civilian 
activities having 
directly to do 
with 
winning 
the 
war. 
Thir­ 
ty -four 
occupations, 
specified 
by the War 
Manpower Commis­ 
sion, were listed as contributing to 
war effort 
so 
that 
“necessary 
men'* so engaged might be defer­ 
red from military service. 
Hershey said, however, that all 
registrants without dependents of 
s ny kind are to be selected for in-1 
duction “as rapidly as they can 
be mad? available.” 
The diaft chief established the

classifications are to be utilized 
for calling draft registrants into 
the Army, taking

their dependency status and activ­ 
ity in connection with the war ef­ 
fort:

GAVE IT TO HITLER 
It was at about this time that 
Bill Sparks, scientist for Standard 
of N. J., discovered a new form 
of rubber called isobutylene, gen­ 
erally referred to as butyl, which 
could be made much quicker and 
cheaper than buna. 
And although Hitler had re­ 
fused to give Standard the se­ 
crets on buna, Frank Howard 
hopped over to Berlin in March, 
1938, just at the time of Hitler's 
invasion of Austria, and gave the 
Nazis this precious secret. All he 
got in return was I. G. Farben’s 
promise that “it would endeavor 
to procure Hitler’s consent for the 
exploitation of rubber-like prod­ 
ucts in the United States.” 
Some time after this, inventor 
Sparks resigned his meager $4,- 
500 salary. 
But Howard, rushing 
back from another trip to Europe, 
protested that he was his moat 
valuable man, and rehired him at 
a higher salary. 
Meanwhile, Standard of N. J. 
was keeping this new, cheap butyl 
rubber very much a secret from 
American rubber companies. And 
on November 6, 1939, after war 
broke, Frank Howard wrote an 
inter-office memo stating: “There 
is a considerable temptation to 
publicize this butyl rubber devel­ 
opment and to seek contact with 
the rubber companies on it im­ 
mediately, but a sounder policy 
apparently is to confine the de­ 
velopment to our own organiza­ 
tion." 
And it was not until March 7, 
1940 that Frank Howard finally 
suggested letting Firestone use 
the butyl rubber process. 
This 
was two full years after Hitler 
had been given the secret, and at 
a time when U. S. war advisers 
were demanding that Jesse Jones 
get busy on rubber. 
But 
what 
is 
not 
generally 
known is that Standard of N. J. 
is now charging the U. S. govern­ 
ment a royalty on butyl rubber. 
Last March when the Justice de­ 
partment threatened prosecution, 
there was a lot of ballyhoo about 
Standard of N. J. giving its Ger­ 
man rubber patents free to any­ 
one who could use them. 
But this is true only of the 
slower and more expensive buna 
rubber. Standard did 
not 
give 
butyl free. Anyone using this im­ 
portant patent, handed to Hitler 
four years ago, must pay a royal­ 
ty for what is called the butyl 
“know-how.” 
These are some of the men who 
are now helping to guide the des­ 
tinies of the United 
States 
re­ 
garding the most vital commodity 
it needs. 
(More about rubber delays and 
who is behind them will follow 
soon.)

BERNE, Switzerland, July 14— 
The people of France are com­ 
memorating Bastille Day today 
under orders from the German 
Gestapo forbidding any demon­ 
strations whatever. 
The orders handed down from 
Parle making It illegal for the 
Sons of the Revolution to parade 
or ting the Marseillaise as they 
have done for decades on July 14 
may be violated. 
Or they may be accepted as just 
another of the dally vexations 
which plague the French people, 
vexations that vary in intensity in 
various areas. 
But everywhere 
there are quite enough to go 
around. 
I have just returned to Berne 
after traveling through unoccupied 
France from Lyons to Marseilles 
and thence on to Toulouse and 
elsewhere. 
The train from Marseilles to 
Toulouse was officially classed as 
an express. 
Hundreds of would- 
be passengers were left behind. 
Those who got aboard found the 
cars jammed with sweating wom­ 
en and screaming children flung 
together in hopeless disorder, as 
many on the Door as there were 
on seats. 
Abandoning hope of obtaining 
accommodations in the ordinary 
cars, some travelers mage a bee­ 
line for the first-class cars whish 
in ordinary times are left for the 
use of the average citizen when 
there Is no room elsewhere. Their 
way was blocked by conductors 
who regretted most profoundly 
that the German “economic spe­ 
cialists,” 
Gestapo 
agents 
and 
other Nazi officials, could not be 
disturbed, despite th# fact their 
cars and compartments were half 
empty. 
Some found perches in 
freight and baggage cars. Others 
stayed behind. 
Bode oa Wine, Potatoes 
From Alx-En-Provence to Avig­ 
non there was only a single bus 
driven by gas obtained from burn­ 
ing charcoal. I found a seat on a 
basket cask of bagnol wine be­ 
tween a bag of potatoes and an 
old peasant who accompanied his 
•puds to market in person for fear 
they would be stolen. 
Adolf 
Hitler’s 
campaign 
of 
weakening and eventually exter­ 
minating "inferior races” la suc­ 
ceeding thus far in France. After 
the first few weeks my own layers 
of fat accumulated in compara­ 
tively well-off Switzerland had 
disappeared along with 20 pounds 
of weight—-this despite the fact I 
had access to the best hotels and 
to the flourishing black market. 
The average French hotel menu 
now consists of a meagre hors d’ 
oeuvre of lettuce and radishes and 
two vegetables. 
Twice a week 
there is a microscopic ration of 
meat. 
A dab of cheese for des­ 
sert is a rarity. 
Sometimes one 
can get Jelly for a treat, but the 
waiter takes an additional 300 
grams of bread coupons from the 
ration card. 
It is no wonder that the Ger­ 
mans in France need three ration 
cards instead of one. They some­ 


times make the rounds of three 
different hotels for a single meal. 
Wine Becomes Rare 
Wine, the staff of life for most 
Frenchmen, to exceedingly rare. 
Fruit to virtually non-existent be­ 
cause SU is taken to make alcohol 
for Nazi Stuka planes and tanks. 
The black m ar^t solves prob­ 
lems for those with funds. But a 
■ingle black market meal costs 
$3.50 and the average French 
white collar worker makes lees 
than $30 a week. 
Hunger revolts in France are 
frequent 
When I was in Mar­ 
seilles, a crowd broke into a food 
•tore by smashing the plate-glass 
window. Those who got in tossed 
canned goods and vegetables to 
those outside while the local po­ 
lice stood around and laughed. 
The 
population

France Fatigued 
After a meal of soup, bread and 
vegetables one is satisfied for 
about an hour and then comes a

weariness which 
makes 
even hatred and resentment a dif­ 
ficult undertaking. 
The face of 
France today is one of haggard 
fatigue—dull eyes, sunken cheeks, 
pallid complexion. 
Lyons, Marseilles and almost all 
the larger cities of the provence 
are overcrowded. 
In the Canne- 
bierre at Marse! lies, where 20,000 
defied the Germans and staged a 
noisy demonstration last Bastille 
Day, there frequently are more 
persons visible than on a Paris 
boulevard before the war. Where 
they sleep no one knows. 
There is an intensification of 
Intellectual life, but how much to 
genuine to open to question. 
In 
Paris there is an increase in irt 
exhibitions. 
Such names ss Mail­ 
lol, Bourdelle, Rouault, Picasso 
and Jean ^octeau appear fre- 
i quently. 
The theatre to thriving 
and books are selling Uke hot- 
i cakes to those who have the 
money.
